Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the restriction 
requirement and/or election of species made by the previous examiner have been with 
drawn. All pending claims have been examined. 

The instant claims are drawn to an ethynyl-substituted polyarene compound or 
compounds and to a cross-linked polymer formed by curing a composition comprising 
said compound(s), and a porous matrix formed by removing the poragen from the 
cross-linked polymer. The closest prior art of record, namely, the references listed on 
the attached PTO-1449 and PTO-892 forms, teach compounds related to the claimed 
compounds. The closest prior art compounds differ from the claimed compound in that 
they do not contain free, or open acetylene moieties. It would not have been obvious to 
modify the prior art compound to arrive at the claimed compounds, and furthermore, 
applicants have described an unexpected benefit afforded by the claimed compounds 
having said open acetylene moiety, said benefit being in the form of an enhanced cross- 
linking rate at lower temperatures. This benefit or attribute of the claimed compounds 
versus the prior art compounds is not readily, or obviously discernable from the prior art 
documents. The examiner has reviewed the International Preliminary Examination 
Report (IPER) filed by applicants; however, the examiner does not agree with the 
assessment of lacking inventive step made in the IPER. The examiner contends that 
applicants are not required to provide examples to every monomer commensurate in 
scope with the instant claims, nor experimental data with regard to the alleged benefit of 
the claimed compounds, as alleged in the IPER. A person having ordinary skill in the

art would have been able to synthesize the claimed compounds, i.e. compounds having 
a free acetylene group, base on the documents incorporated by reference, and the 
general aptitude of a person having ordinary skill in the art. Accordingly, the instant 
claims are allowed.
